Members  of  the  Troy  Wesley  Foundation,  a  campus  ministry  sponsored  by  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  traveled  to  Washington,  DC,  Oct.  8-12,  2008,  where  they  participated  in  a  seminar  on  health 
care.

They  also  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Alabama  senators,  talk  to  them  about  what  they  learned  and 
ask  them  how  faith  and  politics  work  together. 

A  day  of  free  time  gave  the  students  a  chance  to  explore  DCs  monuments,  museums  and  other  attiac- 
tions. 

With  two  days  of  road-Crip-style  travel  and  three  days  of  fun  and  learning  experiences,  the  Wesley 
Foundation's  DC  trips  are  more  than  just  your  average  seminars. 

"For  me,  the  seminar  trip  is  always  a  chance  to  form  a  close-knit  true  community  with  students  and 
to  help  students  to  learn  about  the  privileges  they  have,  the  needs  in  the  world  and  the  ways  that  they 
can  help  alleviate  those  needs  through  systemic  change,"  said  Ashley  Davis,  Wesley  Foundation  campus 
minister. 

"This  past  trip  taught  me  a  lot  about  the  health  care  crisis  and 
some  proposed  fixes  to  that  crisis  that  I  had  previously  never 
heard  of,  such  as  the  single-payer  program,"  Davis  added.

because  they  can't  afford  to  have  their  needs  met  by  regular 
hospitals,"  said  Joseph  Mathews,  a  Troy  alumnus  and  former 
Wesley  intern  from  Phenix  City. 

This  fall  break  was  Mathews'  fourth  time  to  go  on  the  trip,  and 
he  said  he  wants  to  take  people  from  his  seminary  to  one  of  the 
seminars  in  the  fiiture. 

Davis  said  her  favorite  part  of  the  trip  was  visiting  Christ 

youse,  a  free  medical  clinic  that  provides  care  for  homeless 
people,  and  she  said  she,  too,  would  go  on  fiiture  DC  seminar 
tri.ps. 

"I  consider  it  great  contintiing  education  about  the  issues  that 
surround  us  and  the  ways  we  can  be  voices  for  the  voiceless,"

Okay,  "torttired"  might  not  be  the  right  word,  but  the 
book  was  certainly  everywhere. 

Freshmen  and  incoming  students  attended  mandatory 
discussion  groups  for  Emest  Gaines's  novel  "A  Lesson  Be- 
fore Dying." 

Composition  classes  incorporated  the  book  into  the  cur- 
riculum. 

Additionally,  Troy  University's  theater  department  staged 
a  production  based  on  the  book,  written  by  Romulus  Lin- 
ney  as  part  of  the  Alabama  Shakespeare  Festival's  Southern 
Writers'  Project. 

"A  Lesson  Before  Dying"  depicts  the  final  weeks  of  Jeffer- 
son, a  simple-minded  black  man  who  is  sentenced  to  death 
for  a  crime  he  did  not  commit. 

Although  he  has  the  mind  of  a  fourth  grader,  his  god- 
mother, Emma,  insists  that  the  local  schoolteacher  give 
Jefferson  lessons  so  that  he  can  "die  like  a  man." 

The  teacher.  Grant,  was  helped  through  college  because 
of  the  commimity,  but  he  resents  the  obligations  he  must 
now  perform. 

Jefferson  and  Grant's  lessons  begin  with  very  rocky  mo- 
ments, but  when  Grant  begins  to  complain,  his  girlfriend's 
response  is,  "stop  swearin'  and  try  again." 

As  the  date  of  execution  draws  closer,  Jeff  and  Grant  form 
an  unlikely  bond,  but  leave  you  wondering  just  who  left 
with  the  biggest  lesson. 

Woven  through  all  of  this  are  questions  of  honor,  religion, 
racial  tolerance  and  understanding. 

Brett  Wamke,  a  junior  theater  major  firom  Huntsville,  was 
the  assistant  director. 

'1  was  surprised  but  excited  that  we  were  doing  a  black 
show,"  he  said. 

"I  thought  it  was  gonna  be  very  interesting  to  see  how 
two  white  people  approached  this  show,"  he  added. 

The  eight-person  cast  held  only  two  roles  for  white  actors. 

The  sherriffs  role  represented  intolerance,  while  the 
deputy's  role  (Paul)  depicted  a  growing  understanding  of 
the  struggle  blacks  were  faced  widi  ia  the  40s. 

"We  both  (the  director  and  himself)  have  the  same  feel- 
ings about  race  and  racism,  and  I  think  we  approached  it 
with  a  lot  of  care,"  Wamke  said. 

"We  understood  the  material  we  had  and  the  audience  we 
were  going  to  have,"  he  added. 

Among  the  audience  were  Chalisa  Polzine,  a  fi-eshman 
pre-pharmacy  major  from  Montgomery,  and  Natali  Howard, 
a  freshman  cell  and  molecular  biology  major  from  Colo- 
rado Springs,  Colo. 

Both  read  the  book  as  part  of  the  Reading  Initiative  Pro- 
gram. 

"At  first  I  didn't  like  it,  but  then  it  turned  out  to  be  pretty 
good,"  said  Howard. 

When  asked  about  the  play,  Polzine  said,  'It's  okay.  I  en- 
joyed the  book  more.  It's  way  more  detailed,  so  you  grasp  a 
lot  more." 

They  agreed  that  the  book  was  better  because  of  the  per- 
spectives from  which  it  was  written. 

That,  however,  is  one  of  many  problems  with  the  script, 
which  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  department's  perfor- 
mance. 


[Jefferson]  was  the  hero  ol  the  story,"  said  Polziae. 

"Not  like  a  regular  hero,  he  was  a  hero  who  had  to  die 
so  other  people  could  learn  from  what  he  was  going 
through,"  she  added. 

The  script,  however,  implied  something  different  to  the 
audience,  as  well  as  to  the  assistant  director. 

"Grant  is  a  driving  force  of  the  show,"  Wamke  said. 

Additionally,  the  script  was  drenched  with  emotion, 
leaving  little  room  for  humor  or  lightheartedness. 

"It's  a  challenge,  because  it  is  a  drama,"  Wamke  said. 

He  also  credited  the  technical  director  for  pointing  out 
that  "the  script  is  written  more  like  a  screenplay,  and  it  was 
written  with  nearly  no  idea  of  this  actually  being  pro- 
duced on  the  stage." 

The  crew  of  designers  rose  to  the  challenge  of  the  dif- 
ficult .script  with  elegance  and  ingenuity. 

The  set  incorporates  five  different  locales,  yet  the  transi- 
tions remain  smooth. 

It  is  beautifiilly  angular  and  filled  with  exquisite  touches 
by  its  property  mistress. 

Lighting  such  a  diverse,  segmented  set  must  have  been 
tough,  but  during  the  pre-show  "picture"  of  the  empty  set, 
the  entire  stage  is  suffused  with  dappled,  almost  prismatic 
fight. 

When  the  actual  show  gets  going,  the  lighting  is  dra- 
matic and  unobtrusive,  and  essential  to  the  seamless  scene 
transitions. 

The  costumes  are  classic,  but  don't  provide  for  much 
diversity,  except  in  the  case  of  Grant's  beau,  Vivian. 

Her  outfits,  in  particular,  set  the  time  period  of  the  play, 
and  she  exudes  confidence  and  poise  even  through  the 
fabric  of  her  garments. 

Best  of  aU,  every  design  aspect  was  handled  by  a  student. 

"This  is  a  relatively  young  company,"  Wamke  said. 

Yet  talent  oozed  from  every  direction. 

Design  was  stellar,  and  the  stage  manager's  timing  was 
brilliant  and  sharp. 

Trey  AUen,  a  sophomore,  played  the  innocent  simpleton, 
Jefferson,  with  beautiful  pacing  and  intriguing  physicality. 

His  rhythmic  swaying  and  subconscious  hand  motions 
added  much  to  his  character,  but  the  true  challenge  was 
that  he  went  almost  the  whole  play  wearing  arm  and  leg 
shackles  that  were  attached  by  heavy,  clanking  chains. 

Only  talent  and  dedication  could  keep  them  from  dis- 
tracting the  audience. 

Chris  Boucher  proved  he  could  tackle  a  more  subde,  less 
oudandish  character  with  grace  and  aplomb  as  he  per- 
formed the  part  of  Paul. 

Maurice  McCoo  displayed  amazing  and  consistent  phys- 
ical and  vocal  work,  making  himseff  the  imposing  minister 
with  a  bruising  demeanor  but  good  intentions. 

Finally,  Dean  Muhamad,  a  returning  Troy  student,  guides 
us  through  the  highs  and  lows  of  Grant. 

Although  Grant  talks  above  his  students,  resists  his  com- 
munity and  washes  to  run  away,  his  discoveries  throughout 
the  play  are  poignant  and  moving  and  very  genuine. 

The  audience  may  discover  that  the  most  valuable  les- 
son was  not  what  Jeff  taught  Grant  or  what  Grant  taught 
Jeff,  but  what  the  play  taught  them,  as  an  audience  and 
individuals,  about  themselves.

Despite  a  small  program  and  minimal  school  support, 
r    they  participate  yearly  in  prestigious  competitions,  earn 
acclaim  for  performance  and  student  design,  and  come 
home  having  made  quite  an  impression. 

Many  students  drag  their  feet  when  their  professors 
require  them  to  see  one  of  Troy's  productions. 

Yes,  some  are  less  riveting  than  others. 

And  it  just  might  happen  that  the  audience  is  largest 
on  the  night  that  energy  is  at  its  lowest. 

But  not  this  time. 

'The  Fantasticks"  has  something  for  everyone. 

If  it's  comedy  you're  after,  this  play  will  tickle  your 
funny  bone. 

In  the  mood  for  romance? 

It's  in  there,  too. 

Fight  scenes,  biting  sarcasm  and  cantankerous  charac- 
ters nm  amok  in  this  production,  much  to  the  delight 
of  even  the  soiu^est  theatergoer. 

Be  prepared,  however,  for  a  mishap  thrown  in  the 
mix. 

It's  theater,  it's  Live,  and  anything  can  happen. 

The  magic  of  this  show  is  that  when  a  mistake  occurs, 
it  is  relished  by  both  the  audience  and  the  actors. 

Unlike  most  plays,  these  malfunctions  are  meant  to 
be  enjoyed. 

The  stage,  at  first,  is  bare  and  brown,  with  loose  frame- 
work that  allows  every  action  to  be  savored. 

The  color  comes  later,  as  the  characters  are  intro- 
duced and  the  madness  ensues. 

We  meet  Luisa,  a  16-year-old  dreamer  who  holds  her- 
self in  a  childlike  fantasy  world. 

Luisa  loves  Matt,  the  boy  next  door  who's  fresh  from 
college  and  full  of  adoration  for  poetry,  art,  and — above 
all — Luisa. 

They  profess  their  love  over  the  wall  their  fathers  have 
built  to  separate  them. 

His  father,  Huckabee,  is  a  horticultural  straight-talker 
who  doesn't  seem  to  understand  his  son,  at  one  point 
bluntly  informing  Matt,  "Son,  you  need  pruning." 

On  the  other  side  of  the  wall  is  Luisa's  father  BeUamy, 
who's  at  his  wit's  end  trying  to  raise  a  wild  spirit  when 
he,  himself  is  an  all-business  button  merchant. 

The  two  fathers  have  their  own  secret,  however 

They've  been  arranging  their  children's  marriage  by 
insisting  that  the  children  never  see  each  other 

To  drive  the  two  to  the  altar,  the  fathers  hire  a  man  to 
fake  an  abduction,  making  Matt  the  hero  who  rescues 
Luisa. 

However,  in  the  Ught  of  day,  the  truth  comes  out. 

How  will  the  two  lovers  survive  the  truths  of  this 
world,  with  all  its  wonder  and  fear  and  freedoms? 

The  second  act  follows  real-life  truths  as  they  crash 


into  the  idealized  world  the  two  lovers  have  created. 

At  times,  'The  Fantasticks"  is  dramatic  and  complex, 
contradicting  the  lighthearted  musical  sequence  we 
view  just  minutes  earlier. 

Nefarious  schemes  and  palpable  affection  colhde  on 
the  stage,  keeping  viewers  guessing  what  will  happen 
next. 

The  hghting,  sets,  and  props  are  aU  intense  and  dra- 
matically varied. 

A  four-person  orchestra  playing  piano,  keyboard, 
drums,  and  a  contrabass  bring  vigor  to  the  show. 

The  music,  apart  from  being  as  eclectic  as  the  play 
itself,  also  adds  wonderful  extra  touches  to  the  action 
and  reactions  of  characters. 

Characters  are  definitely  the  driving  force  behind  the 
show  and  were  superbly  cast. 

Brett  Wamke,  who  also  designed  the  zany  costumes 
for  the  show,  plays  the  puppet  master  and  narrator  of 
the  production,  as  weU  as  the  infamous  abductor.  El 
Gallo  (make  sure  you  pronounce  it  right). 

As  a  veteran  of  the  Troy  Theater,  his  easy,  command- 
ing presence  and  sparkling  gaze  commands  the  audi- 
ence's attention. 

Newcomers  Jessie  Kisor  and  Judith  Roberts  play  the 
two  lovers  with  wholehearted  enthusiasm. 

Their  obvious  raw  talent  overcomes  any  awkward  mo- 
ments in  their  portrayal. 

Roberts  in  particular  is  sparkling  during  interaction 
scenes  (particularly  with  El  GaUo  in  the  tree,  easily  the 
best  scene  in  the  show),  and  sure  to  romance  friture 
audiences. 

Kisor  brings  a  frank,  hopeful  presence  to  the  stage  as 
well. 

Wes  Jackson  and  Alex  Piper,  the  meddling  fathers, 
aren't  afraid  to  look  utterly  ridiculous. 

Watching  them  prompted  this  reporter  to  laugh  mani- 
acally as  they  mutilated  each  other's  gardens  and  basked 
in  the  glow  of  doing  something  they  genuinely  love. 

I  can't  even  begin  to  describe  the  euphoria  in  watch- 
ing BUI  Herring  and  Grace  CoUins  portray  the  com- 
pletely untalented  and  totally  deluded  duo  hired  to 
complete  the  abduction. 

Their  enthusiasm  and  characterizations  are  top-notch 
and  a  joy  to  witness,  whether  the  story  interests  you  or 
not 

Although  the  first  act  is  enjoyable,  and  I  wish  I  could 
watch  the  abduction  scene  over  and  over  so  I  don't 
miss  any  of  the  hilarity,  the  second  act  is  where  all  the 
best  moments  are.

Slack  has  served  on  the 
National  Advisory  Coun-

T-Roy  always  a  fan  favorite,  makes  an  appearance,  usually 
on  the  back  of  the  Airforce  ROTC  jet. 

The  Troy  University  cheerleaders  are  one  of  the  main  at- 
tractions, marching  and  cheering  for  the  Trojans. 

The  Sound  of  the  South  provides  Uve  musical  entertain- 
ment and  queens  such  as  Miss  Troy  University  are  featured. 

The  2009  Spring  Preview  Day  parade  featured  an  authentic 
bagpiper  and  marchers  from  the  Pike  County  Animal  Shelter.

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Perhaps  the  most  famiUar  face  on  campus, 
T-Roy  brings  a  little  extra  Trojan  spirit  to  any 
event  he  attends,  and  he  attends  many. 

From  football  games  to  pep  raUies  to  baseball 
games  to  Special  Olympics  to  parades,  T-Roy  is 
a  standard  edition  to  any  Troy  University  hap- 
pening. 

This  past  year,  however,  the  role  of  T-Roy  was 
divided  between  Tae  Madden  and  Troy  Taylor. 

Madden  has  been  filling  T-Roy's  shoes  by 
himself  for  three  years  and  admits  that  shar- 
ing the  role  has  been  a  different  experience  for 
him. 

'The  hardest  part  was  the  two  different  per- 
soanlities  of  us,"  he  said.  'The  good  part  was 
the  scheduling  and  not  being  as  busy  because 
there  was  help." 

T-Roy  is  a  busy  job,  one  that  puts  its  partici- 
pants in  the  limeUght  a  lot.  Madden  says  that 
although  he  does  not  like  popularity  being 
T-Roy  the  past  years  has  done  just  that. 
'The  good  part  is  getting  to  know  a  lot  of  dif- 
ferent people,"  he  said. 

Madden  says  that  being  T-Roy  is  fun  and  stressful  all  at  the  same  time  but  that  it 
really  is  a  rewarding  job  being  the  reason  behind  people's  smiles. 

'The  most  rewarding  thing  about  [being]  T-Roy  is  being  able  to  put  a  smile  on 
some  kid's  face  or  when  I  volunteer  to  help  someone  with  something,"  he  said. 
Volunteering  for  the  Special  Olympics  is  Madden's  fondest  memory  of  beiag 
T-Roy. 

'The  best  and  most  memorable  time  was  the  Special  Olympics.  I  have  never 
cried  inside  the  suit  until  then,"  he  said. 

T-Roy  is  always  on  the  go  no  matter  the  event  he  is  participatiag  iu,  but  Madden 
says  that  "99%  of  the  time  I  don't  prepare." 
"Usually  I  do  all  my  stunts  off  the  top  of  my  head,"  he  said. 
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The  Palladium.  A  wooden  statue  kept  within 
the  walls  of  the  ancient  city  of  Troy.  A  talisman 
against  invaders  that  is  said  to  have  fallen  from  the 
heavens.  A  myth  that  continues  to  thrive  in  the 
annual  football  game  played  between  the  Troy 
Trojans  and  the  Middle  Tennessee  Blue  Raiders. 

The  tradition  can  be  traced  back  to  the  Trojan 
War  when  a  raider  by  the  name  of  Odysseus 
stole  the  Palladium  from  the  Temple  of  Athena, 
ultimately  leading  to  the  fall  of  the  city  of  Troy.  It 
is  said  that  whoever  holds  the  Palladium  gains  an 
unknown  and  unexplainable  advantage  over  the 
other,  and  Troy  has  been  the  keeper  of  the  legend 
for  the  past  two  seasons. 

The  Trojans  and  Blue  Raiders  met  for  the 
annual  "Battle  for  the  Palladium"  on  Aug.  28  in 
Murfeesboro,  Tenn.,  where  the  Trojans  managed 
to  hold  onto  the  statue  for  a  third  straight  season 
after  defeating  Middle  Tennessee  31-17. 

Juniors  Boris  Lee  and  Bear  Woods  were  the 
stars  of  the  gridiron,  ending  the  game  wdth  a 
combined  25  tackles,  2.5  sacks,  and  5.5  tackles 
for  loss.  However,  Sophomores  Jamie  Hampton, 
quarterback,  and  Dujuan  Harris  contributed  to  the 
higlilights  of  the  game. 

Hampton  completed  17-of-28  passes  for  1Z6 
yards,  threw  for  one  touchdown,  and  ran  for  41 
yards  to  make  another.  In  his  first  career  start  for 
the  Trojans,  Harris  rushed  for  151  yards  on  19 
carries  and  scored  on  a  run  of  33  yards  and  on  a 
pass  of  5  yards  before  scoring  his  third  touchdown 
of  the  game. 

The  Trojans  got  a  quick  start  in  the  first  quarter 
when  Lee  intercepted  a  pass  and  returned  the  pick 
to  the  4-yard  line  where  Hampton  completed  a 
quarterback  sneak  for  a  4-yard  touchdown.  MTSU 
gained  75  yards  in  15  plays  but  the  Trojan  defense 
stopped  them  inside  the  10,  forcing  a  22-yard  field 
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goal  leaving  the  score  7-3  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter. 

Hampton  completed  a  30-yard  pass  to  Senior 
Kennard  Burton  early  in  the  second  quarter. 
Hampton  completed  4-of  5  pass  attempts  for  44 
yards,  including  a  5  yard  pass  to  Harris  for  the 
second  touchdown  of  the  game. 

MTSU  fumbled  on  the  3 -yard  line  when  Junior 
Cameron  Shefl&eld  sacked  MTSU  quarterback,  Joe 
Craddock.  Senior  Steve  McLendon  then  recovered 
the  ball  and  ran  67  yards  to  the  MTSU  21.  Junior 
Sam  Glusman  completed  a  35-yard  field  goal,  and 
the  half  ended  with  Troy  leading  MTSU,  17-3. 

The  Trojans  gained  79  yards  in  6  plays  when 
play  resumed  in  the  third  quarter.  Harris  scored  a 
3  3 -yard  touchdown,  and  the  PAT  gave  Troy  a  24-3 
lead  over  the  Blue  Raiders.  The  quarter  ended 
with  MTSU  intercepting  Hampton's  pass  at  the 
Troy  17 

The  Raiders  then  moved  the  ball  to  the  5  and 
had  four  chances  to  score,  but  Lee  and  Woods 
made  the  stop  on  fourth  and  goal  at  the  1-yard 
line.  MTSU  then  threw  a  46-yard  touchdown  pass 
to  Malcom  Beyah,  lessening  the  gap  in  the  score, 
24-10. 

On  the  very  next  drive  the  Trojans  fumbled  on 
their  own  36,  and  MTSU  drove  down  the  field 
where  Phillip  Tanner  scored  from  the  4-yard  line, 
bringing  the  score  to  24-17  with  only  6:44  left  in 
the  game.

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The  Troy  Trojans  had  their  revenge  against  Florida  Atlantic  University, 
downing  the  Owls  20-17  Oct.  7  in  front  of  a  national  television  audi- 
ence. FAU  started  quick,  driving  54  yards  in  eight  plays  before  the  Tro- 
jan defense  stiffened,  forcing  a  34-yard  field  goal  from  Warley  Leroy, 
giving  the  Owls  a  3-0  lead. 

After  the  two  teams  traded  punts,  the  Trojans  put  their  frrst  points 
of  the  game  on  the  board  with  quarterback  Jamie  Hampton's  third 
touchdowQ  run  of  the  year.  The  2-yard  effort  capped  a  5  3 -yard  drive 
that  included  a  fourth-down  conversion  and  a  facemask  penalty  on 
FAU's  Daniel  Joseph  that  gave  Troy  a  first  and  goal  at  the  2. 

A  33-yard  punt  put  the  Trojans  back  in  business  at  the  FAU  41.  A  19-yard  pass  from  Hampton  to  junior 
wide  receiver  Patrick  Cherry  left  the  Trojans  with  a  first  and  goal  at  the  FAU  6.  After  failing  to  move  the  ball 
on  three  attempts,  junior  Sam  Glusman  brought  his  streak  of  consecutive  field  goals  to  seven  with  a  20- 
yard  kick. 

Redshirt  freshman  Michael  Taylor's  ensuing  kickoff  bounced  off  the  helmet  of  FAU's  Rob  Housler,  was 
batted  back  by  freshman  Daniel  Sheffield  and  recovered  by  junior  Jorrick  Calvin  at  the  Owls'  IZ  After  a  first- 
down  pass  fell  incomplete,  sophomore  Dujuan  Harris  ran  17  yards  up  the  middle  for  a  Trojan  touchdown 
and  tacked  on  the  extra  point,  tightening  Troy's  lead  to  17-3. 

The  Owls  converted  when  Smith  completed  an  eight-  play  drive  with  an  8-yard  scoring  pass  to  Jamari 
Grant. 

Troy  opened  the  second  haff  by  moving  quickly  into  FAU  territory,  but  a  holding  penalty  stopped  the 
drive  and  the  Trojans  settled  for  a  35-yard  field  goal  from  Glusman  to  push  Troy's  lead  to  20-10. 

After  junior  Cameron  Sheffield's  sack  of  the  Owl's  quarterback  on  an  attempted  flea-fficker  put  FAU  be- 
hind the  chains,  a  poor  snap  on  the  fourth  down  left  FAU  punter  Keegan  Peterson  chasing  the  ball  toward 
his  own  end  zone.  His  punt  attempt  gave  the  Trojans  a  first  and  goal.  Hampton  made  the  Owls  pay  for  their 

mistake  on  the  second  play,  diving  over  from  the  1 
with  his  second  rushing  touchdown  of  the  night, 
giving  the  Trojans  a  27-10  lead. 

Glusman  kicked  a  30-yard  held  goal,  but  the 
points  came  at  the  end  of  a  13-play  drive  that  cost 
the  Trojans  both  their  quarterback  and  center  due 
to  injuries. 

Florida  Atlantic  trimmed  the  Trojan's  lead  down 
to  30-17  on  a  1-yard  touchdown  run.  The  Owls 
maintained  the  13  poiat  difference  with  under  six 
minutes  to  play  when  Harris  fiunbled  at  the  Tro- 
jans own  40-yard  Line,  falling  on  the  ball  to  pre- 
serve the  drive. 

The  drive  stalled,  however,  with  4:34  to  play  in 
the  fourth  quarter,  and  redshirt  freshman  Will  Gog- 
gans  booted  a  46-yard  punt  dowQ  to  the  6-yard 
Line.  FAU's  Avery  HoUey  returned  the  baU  to  the 
Owls'  19.  The  Trojan  defense  withstood  the  drive, 
when  a  pass  intended  for  Housler  was  broken  up

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The  Trojans  and  the  Golden  Panthers  met  on 
Oct.  18  at  Movie  Gallery  Veterans  Stadium  where 
the  Trojans  broke  the  Panthers  three-game  win- 
ning streak  with  a  ZZ-2Z  score.  The  Trojans  played 
with  a  new  quarterback  and  new  center,  but  it  was 
a  sophomore  receiver  who  stole  the  show.  Jerrel 
Jemigan  scored  on  a  long  touchdowa  pass  from 
frrst-time  starter,  junior  Levi  Brown,  threw  for  an- 
other score  and  had  221  yards  of  total  offense. 

Brown  finished  with  253  passing  yards  and  threw 
for  two  touchdowns.  Jemigan  only  made  five 
catches  in  the  game,  but  made  them  count  for  a 
career-high  131  yards.  After  failing  to  gain  on  the 
first  play.  Brown  connected  with  junior  Comefius 
Williams  for  a  IS-yard  touchdown  pass.  Sam  Glus- 
man  saw  his  streak  of  consecutive  successful  kicks 
end  when  his  PAT  attempt  hit  the  right  upright, 
leaving  Troy  with  a  6-0  lead. 

After  a  4-yard  gain  by  sophomore  Dujuan  Harris 
on  the  first  down,  Browa  hit  Jemigan  on  a  slant, 
and  the  sophomore  raced,  untouched,  86-yards  for 
a  touchdown.  Glusman  connected  on  the  PAT,  giv- 
ing Troy  a  13-0  lead. 

After  an  incomplete  pass  on  the  first  down, 
junior  Steven  Adams,  starting  at  center  for  the  first 
time  in  place  of  iajured  Danny  Franks,  snapped  the 
ball  over  Brown's  head  and  through  the  end  zone 
for  a  safety.  Following  the  free  kick,  the  Panthers 
scored  a  touchdown,  lessening  the  gap  to  13-9. 

Troy  answered  right  back,  needing  just  four  plays 
to  drive  inside  the  FTU  10.  The  drive  was  unsuc- 
cessfiil,  and  the  Trojans  setded  for  a  20-yard  field 
goal  from  Glusman  to  take  a  16-9  lead  after  one 


quarter  of  play. 

The  second  quarter  was  quiet  until  the  Trojans 
pinned  the  Panthers  inside  their  own  5  on  a  40- 
yard  punt  from  redshirt  freshman  Will  Goggans. 
The  Panthers  were  unable  to  get  out  of  the  hole 
and  pimted  back  to  Troy.  Junior  Jorrick  Calvin  set 
the  Trojans  up  at  the  FIU  28  with  a  21-yard  return. 

The  Trojans  failed  to  move  the  baU,  however,  but 
Glusman  was  good  from  44  yards  out,  giving  the 
Trojans  a  19-9  lead  before  the  half  The  Panthers 
got  their  offense  going  late  in  the  haff,  driving  80 
yards  in  nine  plays,  ending  on  a  1-yard  touchdown 
run  by  Daunte  Owens  with  20  seconds  left  in  the 
haff 

After  failing  to  force  a  turnover  in  the  first  haff, 
the  Trojans  started  the  second  haff  quickly  after  ju- 
nior Cameron  Sheffield  stripped  Paiil  McCall  at  the 
Panthers'  17  and  recovered  the  loose  baff. 

After  moving  to  the  FTU  2,  Jemigan  lined  up 
behind  the  center  and  rolled  right  before  throwing 
his  first  collegiate  pass,  good  for  a  2-yard  touch- 
down to  junior  wide  receiver  Justin  Bray.  Glus- 
man's  PAT  increased  Troy's  lead  to  26- 16. 

Goggans'  punt  attempt  went  off  the  helmet  of  a 
Panther  at  the  FTU  14  and  was  recovered  by  Calvin. 
Troy  took  advantage  on  the  first  play  of  the  fourth 
quarter  when  Parker  snuck  into  the  end  zone, 
increasing  Troy's  lead  to  33-16.  FTU  then  drove  the 
ball  69  yards  in  seven  plays.  McCall  took  hits  from 
the  Troy  defense  on  24-  and  22-yard  passes  to 
TTilton  to  get  into  position  for  the  score,  cutting  the 
Trojans'  lead  to  end  the  game  with  a  final  score  of 
33-23. 
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The  Troy  Trojans  defeated  the  North  Texas  University  Mean  Green  45-17  on  Oct.  25  in  Denton,  TX. 
The  victory  put  the  Trojans  at  5-2  for  the  year  and  4-0  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference,  and  left  the  Mean 
Green  without  a  victory  for  this  season. 

Troy's  offense  drove  the  ball  182  yards  in  the  first  eight  plays  of  game,  and  fi*eshinan  Dantavious 
Parker  recorded  his  second  touchdown  of  the  season  with  the  first  touchdown  of  the  game.  Sam 
Glusman's  PAT  missed,  leaving  the  score  at  6-0.  The  Trojans  forced  the  Mean  Green  off  the  field  in 
three  plays.  They  covered  78  yards  in  15  plays,  settling  for  a  field  goal  that  brought  the  score  to  9-0. 

When  the  Mean  Green  had  advanced  far  into  Trojan  territory,  redshirt  fieshman  Donnell  Golden 
stopped  the  North  Texas  drive  when  he  recorded  his  first  career  interception.  Dujuan  Harris  scored  a 
1-yard  touchdown  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter,  but  Glusman's  PAT  attempt  was  blocked,  leaving  the 
score  at  15-0.  y 

Junior  Brandon  Lang  forced  a  fumble  on  the  North  Texan  quarterback,  but  the  Trojan^  failed  to  take 
advantage,  and  Glusman  missed  his  first  field  goal  of  the  season  when  his  4  8 -yard  attempt  failed. 

Sophomore  Jerrell  Jemigan  scored  the  Trojans'  third  touchdown  of  the  night  with  a  6-yard  pass 
from  quarterback  Levi  Brown  after  a  65-yard  drive  in  the  second  quarter,  bringing  the  score  to  22-0. 

The  Mean  Green  took  advantage  of  a  Trojan  special  teams  mistake  that  relieved  the  forced-punt 
situation.  North  Texas  quarterback  Giovanni  Vizza  then  threw  a  32-yard  touchdown  pass.  That,  along 
with  the  PAT.  cut  Troy's  lead  to  22-7  ^ 

The  Trojans  then  drove  the  ball  73  yards  in  10  plays.  Glusniln  Mcked  a  24-yard  field  goal,  giving  the 
Trojans  a  25-7  lead  over  North  Texas. 

The  Trojans  began  the  second  half  with  a  bang,  forcing  the  Mean  Green  off  the  field  in  three  plays. 
Sophomore  Tanner  Jones  opened  as  Troy's  quarterback,  and  With  the  help  of  former  quarterback, 
sophomore  Jonathan  Chandler,  ran  48  yards  to  the  1  on  his  first  career  reception.  Two  plays  later, 
Harris  scored  for  the  Trojans  bringing  the  score  to  32-7  j^Hl 

The  Mean  Green's  next  possession  was  short-lived.  Junior  Jorrick  Calvin  interceptea^^TO;th  Texas 
pass  in  the  end  zone  for  his  first  pick  of  the  year.  Most  of  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  saw  the  Tro- 
jans and  Mean  Green  exchanging  punts,  but  early  in  the  fourth  North  Texas  got  back^fi  the  board 
with  a  46-yard  field  goal  that  brought  the  score  to  32-10.  ^^C/^. 

The  Trojans  were  quick  to  respond  as  Calvin  ran  the  ensuing  kickoff  back  94  yards  for  atoue^own 
in  the  Trojans'  first  kickoff  return  for  a  score  since  former  player  Leodis  McKelvin. 

North  Texas  scored  late  in  the  fourth  quarter  to  bring  the  score  to  39-17,  but  a  failed  onside  kick  at- 
tempt ended  the  Mean  Green's  scoring  possibilities. 

Troy  quarterback  Brown  was  not  finished,  however.  Late  in  the  fourth,  the  junior  fired  a  29-yard 
touchdown  pass  to  senior  Mykeal  Terry  to  solidify  the  Trojan  victory,  44-17

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The  Troy  University  Trojans  stormed  the  field  at  the  University  of  Louisiana-Monroe  Nov.  1  only  to  be 
met  with  frustration  and  disappointment  from  the  Warhawks.  Although  the  Trojans  led  at  halftime  by  nine 
points,  they  would  soon  be  defeated  31-30,  after  a  missed  field  goal  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter.  This 
loss  was  the  first  conference  loss  on  the  road  since  Arkansas  State  in  November  2005. 

After  the  Warhawks  scored  a  touchdown  on  their  first  drive  of  the  game,  Troy  trailed  in  the  first  quarter 
for  the  first  time  this  season. 

The  Trojans  rebounded  quickly  with  a  77-yard  drive  toward  the  end  zone,  and  junior  wide  receiver  An- 
drew Davis  caught  an  11-yard  touchdown  pass  from  junior  quarterback  Levi  BrowQ,  bringing  the  score  to 
7-8  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 

A  46-yard  field  goal  by  Sam  Glusman  in  the  second  quarter  put  the  Trojans  back  on  top,  10-8.  The  Trojans 
finished  out  the  second  quarter  with  a  5-yard  touchdown  pass  from  Brown  to  junior  wide  receiver  Corne- 
lius WiUiams  that  brought  the  score  to  17-8. 

After  Louisiana-Monroe  blasted  out  of  the  gates  in  the  second  half  with  a  6  3 -yard  kick  return,  the  offense 
finished  the  drive  with  a  5-yard  touchdown  pass  that  cut  Troy's  lead  to  17-15.  The  Warhawks  scored  after 

another  successful  drive,  bringing  the  score  to  17-22.  At  the  end 
of  the  third  quarter,  sophomore  running  back  Dujuan  Harris 
broke  through  the  Warhawk  defense  for  a  4  5 -yard  touchdown, 
and  the  half  ended  with  Troy  leading  Lousiana-Monroe,  24-22. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  quarter,  the  Warhawks  kicked 
a  48-yard  field  goal,  bringing  the  score  to  24-25.  The  Trojans' 
next  drive  was  ended  with  Brown's  first  career  interception.  The 
Trojans  soon  recovered  control  of  the  field,  and  Brown  threw 
a  29-yard  touchdown  pass  to  Harris,  increasing  Troy's  lead  over 
the  Warhawks  to  30-25. 

After  the  impressive  drive  by  Troy,  the  Trojans  were  unable  to 
stop  the  Warhawk  offense  as  they  made  their  way  to  the  end 
zone,  bringing  the  score  to  30-31.  The  Trojans  attempted  a  field 
goal  to  eam  a  victory,  but  the  ball  hit  the  crossbars,  ending  the 
game  with  a  Louisiana-Monroe  victory. 

Running  back  Dujuan  Harris  finished  the  game  with  173  total 
yards,  143  yards  rushing  on  20  carries,  and  two  touchdowns  for 
the  Trojans.  Quarterback  Levi  Brown  completed  23-of-36  passes 
for  221  yards  and  three  touchdowns. 
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The  Trojans  celebrated  more  than  just  Homecoming  when  they  defeated  Western  Kentucky.  Their 
17-7  victory  over  the  Hilltoppers  gained  Troy  bowl  eligibility  for  the  third  consecutive  season. 
Junior  quarterback  Levi  Brown  threw  for  298  yards  and  two  touchdowns,  completing  30-of-46  pass- 
es, and  sophomore  Dujuan  Harris  ran  for  101  yards  rushing  on  22  carries. 

The  Trojans  got  an  early  lead  over  the  Hilltoppers  in  the  first  two  minutes  of  the  first  quarter,  taking 
only  three  plays  for  Brown  to  hit  junior  Andrew  Davis  for  a  touchdown.  Junior  Sam  Glusman's  PAT 
was  successful,  giving  Troy  a  7-0  lead  over  Western  Kentucky. 

The  touchdown  was  Davis'  second  score  of  the  season,  and  the  58-yard  reception  was  the  longest  of 
his  career.  Davis  finished  the  game  wdth  five  catches  for  101  yards,  a  career  high. 

Senior  Gerald  Tate  picked  up  the  Trojans  next  score,  capping  a  9-play,  6 2 -yard  drive  midway  through 
the  second  quarter.  Senior  Tavares  Williams  intercepted  a  Hilltopper  pass  on  the  final  play  of  the  first 
half,  sending  the  Trojans  into  the  second  half  with  a  14-0  lead.  ! 

The  Trojans  started  the  third  quarter  with  a  roughing- the-kicker  penalty  on  a  Hilltopper  punt,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Western  Kentucky  offense  driving  the  ball  95  yards  on  12  plays  for  their  only  touch- 
down of  the  game,  narrowing  Troy's  lead  to  14-7. 

The  Trojans'  first  drive  of  the  second  half  featured  the  return  of  sophomore  Jerrel  Jemigan  and  end- 
ed in  a  24-yard  field  goal  by  Glusman  to  bring  the  score  to  17-7. 

Jemigan  finished  the  game  with  88  yards  and  a  team- 
high  six  receptions,  aU  in  the  second  half  of  the  game. 

Facing  a  fourth  and  seven.  Western  Kentucky  attempted 
a  fake  punt  but  sophomore  Bryant  McKissic  and  junior 
Kedrick  Manning  snuffed  it  out.  The  ensuing  drive  saw 
Brown's  second  interception  of  the  season  and  a  touch- 
back  for  the  Jlilltoppers,  but  they  only  managed  two  first 
downs  before  punting  it  away.  1 

Glusman  niissed  a  35-yard  and  a  36-yard  field  goal  in       j 
the  fourth  Quarter.  Junior  Brandon  Lang  recorded  a  sack      ! 
for  his  fifth  consecutive  game,  finishing  the  game  with 
five-and-a-half  quarterback  sacks  for  the  season.  Senior  j^j 
Dion  Gales  recorded  four  tackles  along  with  a  sack  ana 
tackle  for  a  loss,  and  junior  Boris  Lee  posted  seven  tackles, 
one  for  a  loss  and  one  sack. 
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Junior  Boris  Lee  and 
senior  Sherrod  Martin 
tackle  a  Louisiana- 
Lafayette  Ragin'  Cajim.

The  Trojans  v^asted  no  time  getting  on  the  board 
as  they  used  eight 
plays  to  cover  69 
yards  in  2:4 S  with 
the  end  product 
being  a  9 -yard  Harris 
touchdown  on  their 
opening  drive  of  the 
game.  He  carried  the 
ball  five  times  for  53 
yards  on  the  drive, 
setting  the  tone  for 
the  game. 

The  Cajuns  drove 
down  iato  Troy 
territory  and  were 
forced  to  attempt  a 
4  3 -yard  field  goal, 
but  the  kick  was 
blocked  by  Cameron

The  pass 
was  the  first  of  his  career  and  it  gave  the  Trojans  a 
24-3  lead.

Florida  Atlantic  that  also  resulted  in  a  Glusman 
field  goal. 

Terence  Moore  picked  up  a  late  interception. 
FoUowing  the  pick,  Harris  took  a  hand-off  35 
yards  to  pay  dirt  for  his  second  touchdown  of  the 
night  and  a  41-3  Troy  lead.  Maurice  Greer  added  a 
touchdown  with  3:56  to  go  to  stretch  the  Trojan 
lead  out  to  48-3. 
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The  Trojans  earned  their  first  outright  title  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  and  a  bid  to  the  2008  R8i  Carriers 
New  Orleans  Bowl  with  a  35-9  victory  over  the  Arkansas  State  University  Red  Wolves.  The  win  earned  the  Tro- 
jans their  third  bowl  bid  in  five  years  and  a  date  with  Southern  Miss  at  the  Superdome  in  New  Orleans,  La. 
Junior  quarterback  Levi  Brown  finished  the  game  with  181  yards  on  15-of-23  completions.  He  had  three 
touchdowns  and  threw  for  no  interceptions,  while  sophomore  wide  receiver  Jerrel  Jemigan  led  the  Trojans  in 
receiving  with  69  yards  on  three  receptions. 

Arkansas  State  missed  out  on  a  chance  to  take  the  lead  in  the  first  quarter  with  a  missed  29-yard  field  goal 
attempt.  The  Trojans  then  took  control  of  the  scoreboard  when  a  27-yard  interception  by  Jemigan  set  Brown 
and  junior  Cornelius  Williams  up  for  the  first  touchdown  of  the  game,  capping  an  8-play  80-yard  drive  to  give 
Troy  a  7-0  lead  over  the  Red  Wolves.

The  Red  Wolves  picked  up  a  big  third-down  conversion  when  Corey  Leonard  completed  a  21-yard  pass  to 
Taylor  Clements  but  missed  their  second  field  goal  attempt  of  the  night,  this  time  from  51  yards. 

Sophomore  Dujuan  Harris  scored  his  tenth  touchdown  of  the  season 
from  6  yards  out  with  only  a  minute  left  in  the  first  half,  giving  the  Tro- 
jans a  21-0  lead  over  Arkansas  State. 

Junior  Sam  Glusman's  only  field  goal  attempt  of  the  night  was  blocked 
by  an  Arkansas  defender  on  the  Trojans'  first  drive  of  the  third  quarter. 
The  Red  Wolves  converted  a  key  fourth  down  that  put  them  on  the 
1-yard  line,  but  the  Arkansas  quarterback  fiimbled  the  snap,  and  the  ball 
was  recovered  by  senior  Tavares  Williams.  The  Trojans  were  unable  to  ge 
a  first  down  on  the  following  drive  and  were  forced  to  punt.  |

downs  on  the  ensuing  Arkansas  drive.  The  Trojans  then  took  over  on 
their  own  1-yard  line  for  the  second  time  during  the  game,  and  this  timej 
v^-  I  ^^^^vjs^^^^^^     ^^^H    ^^o'^'^^  w^s  stopped  for  a  safety  to  put  the  Red  Wolves  on  the  board  21-2.

Harris  became  the  sixth  player  in  Troy  history  to  break  the  1,000-yard 
threshold  when  he  completed  the  first  1,000-yard  rushing  year  of  his 
career  in  the  fourth  quarter,  finishing  the  game  with  72  yards. 

The  drive  ended  when  Brown  connected  with  sophomore  Austin  Sil- 
voy  for  a  24-yard  touchdown,  lengthening  Troy's  lead  over  Arkansas  Stat 
to  28-2.  Harris  scored  the  Trojans'  final  touchdown  of  the  game  with  a 
12-yard  run  that  brought  the  score  to  ZS-2. 
The  Red  Wolves  scored  their  only  touchdown  of  the  game  late  in  the  fourth  quarter  on  a  1-yard  touchdo\ 
run,  bringing  the  final  score  to  Z5-9  and  earning  the  Trojans  their  first  outright  championship  since  2000 
when  they  were  members  of  the  Southland  Football  League.

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Troy  University  faced  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  (USM) 
in  the  New  Orleans  Bowl  at  the  Superdome  in  front  of  a  record-setting 
crowd  of  30,197  people.  Southern  Mississippi  came  out  on  top  with  a 
31-27  victory  over  Troy  in  overtime. 

"Our  kids  played  hard,  played  together  and  never  gave  up,"  said  coach 
Larry  Blakeney.  "I'm  very  proud  of  this  team  and  especially  our  seniors 
for  what  they  have  done." 

USM  started  their  frrst  drive  but  was  soon  upset  by  Jorrick  Calvin 
when  he  deflected  an  option  pitch  by  USM  quarterback  Austin  Davis 

and  returned  it  17  yards  for  a  touchdown  to  give  the  Trojans  a  7-0  lead  only  SO  seconds  into  the  game.  The 
touchdown  was  the  third  defensive  score  of  the  year  and  the  second  by  Calvin. 

Southern  Mississippi  frred  back  with  a  64-yard  touchdown  pass  to  tie  the  game  at  7-7.  Feeling  the  pres- 
sure, Troy's  Gerald  Tate  put  the  Trojans  in  the  red  zone  with  a  33-yard  reception,  and  quarterback  Levi 
Brown  completed  a  short  pass  to  Keimard  Burton  for  a  touchdown,  putting  the  Trojans  back  on  top  with  a 
14-7  lead. 

The  Golden  Eagles  fired  back  on  all  cylinders  to  tie  the  score  at  14-14  with  a  69-yard  drive  into  the  end 
zone.  The  Trojans  fought  back  as  kicker  Sam  Glusman  hit  a  20-yard  field  goal  with  three  minutes  left  in  the 
half  to  put  Troy  ahead  of  USM,  17-14. 

Southern  Miss  followed  up  with  a  field  goal  of  their  own,  tying  the  score  at  17-17  going  into  the  second 
half 

The  Trojans  spoke  first  in  the  second  half  as  Glusman  fired  in  his  second  field  goal  of  the  game,  this  one 
fi"om  34  yards,  putting  Troy  ahead  20-17 

USM  was  halted  on  their  next  drive  by  defensive  end  Boris  Lee,  who  sacked  the  Eagle  quarterback,  forcing 
a  punt.  After  a  long  return,  ComeUus  Williams  placed  the  ball  inside  the  40-yard  line  in  USM  territory,  and 

Jerrel  Jemigan  ran  a  6-yard  touchdown  to  increase 
the  lead  to  27-17 

Faced  with  a  fourth  down,  the  Golden  Eagles 
made  a  touchdown  pass  to  shorten  the  lead  to 
27-24.  The  score  was  a  one-possession  game  with 
7:20  seconds  to  go. 

After  a  failed  attempt  by  the  Trojans  to  score, 
USM  managed  to  make  one  last  break  for  the  end 
zone  and  came  out  with  a  field  goal  to  tie  the 
game,  27-27,  sending  the  two  teams  into  overtime. 
The  Golden  Eagles  squeaked  by  with  a  short  field 
goal,  and  blocked  the  Trojans'  attempt,  finishing 
the  game  with  a  30-27  victory  over  Troy. 

The  Trojans  finished  the  2008  season  8-S  and  7-1 
in  the  Sun  Belt.  They  won  their  third  consecutive 
Sun  Belt  Conference  Championship  and  their  first 
outright  tide  since  joining  the  conference  in  2004. 
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No  Trojan  football  game,  pep  rally,  basketball  game  or  volleyball  game  would  be 
complete  without  the  unmistakable  sounds  of  the  Troy  University  Sound  of  the 
South  marching  or  pep  band. 

Led  by  drum  majors  Jeremy  Leach  and  Kyle  Fusco,  the  Sound  of  the  South  is  a 
nationally  recognized  musical  force. 
They  perform  at  football  games,  pep  rallies,  and  parades,  giving  devoted  Trojan 

fans  background  music  to  their  favorite  events. 

Band  members  get  a  jumpstart  on  other  students,  arriv-

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The  Troy  University  men's  basketball  team  went  streaking  this  year  as  the  team  defeated  10  teams  in 
a  row,  five  of  which  were  conference  games.  The  Trojans  came  into  the  2008  season  with  high  hopes,  and 
with  many  returning  key  athletes  like  Tom  Jervis  and  Brandon  Hazzard,  the  Trojans  managed  to  not  only 
compete  with,  but  also  defeat  many  teams.  The  team  finished  the  season  with  a  17-8  record,  not  includ- 
ing the  two  tournaments  where  they  showed  out.  The  men  recorded  their  best-ever  finish  in  the  Sun  Belt 
Conference  with  a  9-3  record. 

The  Men's  basketball  team  began  the  '08-'09  season  in  a  slump  as  they  went  on  a  two-game  losing 
streak.  They  competed  against  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  at  home  where  they  were  de- 
feated 87-66.  After  rethinking  their  game  plan,  they  traveled  to  North  Carolina  where  they  were  defeated 
107-9S  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina-Wilmingon. 

But  soon  after  the  smell  of  home-cooked  Thanksgiving  turkey,  the  Trojans  managed  to  pull  togeth- 
er. During  the  LSU  Thanksgiving  Tournament  Troy  went  3-2,  defeating  Alcorn  State  92-79,  Georgia  State 
68-63,  and  Northwestern  State  100-63.  Tom  Jervis  said,  "We  just  clicked,  everyone  knew  what  we  had  to  do, 
and  we  did  it  weU."  With  clutch  shot  performers  like  Travis  Lee  and  Brandon  Hazzard,  the  team  held  ofi^ 
any  chance  of  defeat. 

Soon  after  the  LSU  Thanksgiving  Tournament  the  Trojans  had  some  high  and  low  moments  on  the 
road  to  the  conference  tournament.  They  defeated  teams  like  Florida  Atlantic,  UNC  -  Wilmington,  Florida 
International,  and  William  Carey,  but  suffered  defeat  from  teams 
like  Western  Kentucky,  Jacksonville,  Middle  Tennessee,  and  the 
University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham.  The  team  seemed  to  be 
content  on  vvinning  while  at  home  but  struggled  while  on  the 
road. 

However,  the  men's  team  would  soon  find  the  answer  to 
their  problems.  As  put  by  head  coach  Maestri,  'We  put  a  lot  of 
pressure  on  ourselves  to  win  this  game,  and  there  were  times 
where  we  played  not  to  lose,  but  in  the  end  we  did  what  we 
needed  to  win."  Once  the  team  found  their  fiiel,  they  were  un- 
stoppable for  several  weeks.  They  defeated  five  conference  teams 
-  Denver,  Arkansas  State,  Middle  Tennessee,  New  Orleans,  and 
Western  Kentucky.  They  also  overcame  the  odds  and  beat  the 
University  of  Louisiana  at  Monroe,  Arkansas  at  Litde  Rock,  North 
Texas,  South  Alabama,  and  Florida  Atlantic. 

Throughout  that  winning  streak,  many  players  stood  out 
in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference.  Brandon  Hazzard  had  many  success- 
fiil  nights,  none  of  which  compared  to  his  game  against  Western 
Kentucky,  where  he  scored  35  points  and  led  his  team  to  the 
number  one  spot  in  the  conference.

Soon  after  their  lO-game  winning  streak  the  men's  basketball  team  would  face  Florida  International 
where  they  would  fight  until  the  end  but  still  fall  just  one  point  short.  The  Trojans  lost  87-86  that  day  in  Mi- 
ami but  would  not  look  on  it  as  a  huge  loss.  The  team  did  all  they  could  to  hold  off  the  Golden  Panthers,  but 
with  a  desperate  three-pointer,  the  team  lost  in  the  final  seconds  of  what  turned  out  to  be  a  great  game.  Head 
coach  Don  Maestri  said,  'That's  the  part  that  is  the  toughest.  We  played  great  defense  on  the  play;  they  could 
not  even  run  the  play  they  called.  It  was  a  desperation  shot  and  Galindo  just  happened  to  be  in  the  comer  to 
hit  it.  Sometimes  those  tilings  happen  in  basketball.  The  same  things  happened  to  FIU  against  South  Alabama 
last  week." 

After  the  desperate  shot  defeated  the  Trojans  in  Miami,  they  would  not  let  the  outcome  of  their  two  fi- 
nal season  games  match  that  outcome.  The  Trojans  headed  to  the  University  of  Louisiana-Lafayette  where  they 
defeated  the  Rajun'  Cajuns  81-67.  Then  the  men's  team  played  one  final  game  at  home  where  they  defeated 
South  Alabama  63-58. 

Troy  headed  into  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament  where  they  knew  they  had  to  come  ready  to 
vvdn  a  dogfight.  The  Troy  University  Trojans  would  face  the  South  Alabama  Jaguars,  a  team  they  defeated  twice 
this  season,  in  the  quarterfinals  of  the  tournament.  Each  team  brought  their  best  effort,  but  unfortunately  the 
Jaguars  would  defeat  the  Trojans  for  the  first  time  all  season  78-75.  Although  this  was  an  upsetting  loss  for  the 
men's  team,  they  knew  that  they  left  everything  on  the  floor. 

Even  though  they  did  get  knocked  out  of  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament  early,  the  Trojans  still 
received  an  invite  for  the  College  Basketball  Invitational  where  they  again  fell  short  by  three  points  to  the  Col- 
lege of  Charleston,  93-91. 

The  Troy  University  men's  basketball  team  had  an  intense  year.  They  set  the  school  record  for  longest 
winning  streak  and  the  record  for  the  longest  winning  streak  for  conference  play.  This  season,  however,  marks 
the  end  of  four  seniors'  coUege  careers:  Tom  Jervis,  Kenny  Ware,  Mario  Telfair,  and  Josh  Williams.  Head  coach 
Maestri  said  he  would  remember  the  2008-09  editions  of  the  Trojans  fondly  and  was  sad  to  see  the  group  fin- 
ish their  time.  These  key  players  to  the  Trojans  offense  and  defense  will  be  missed  greatly.  However,  it  wiQ  not 
slow  down  the  pace  of  the  upcoming  powerhouse  these  seniors  have  helped  to  create.

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After  a  successful,  record-setting  2008  season  the 
Troy  University  soccer  team  fell  short  of  the  achieve- 
ments they  anticipated,  but  the  Lady  Trojans  finished 
with  an  8-9-3  record  that  improved  the  team's  stand- 
ings nationally  and  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference.  It  was 
the  Trojans'  finest  record  since  their  9-9  season  in 
2003  and  the  third  best  record  in  the  program's  his- 
tory. 

The  2008  season  became  a  Ripley's  moment  with 
15  broken  or  tied  records. 

The  Trojans  set  the  record  for  longest  winning  streak  with  four  consecutive  wins,  the 
record  for  longest  unbeaten  steak  with  seven  wins,  and  the  record  for  shutouts  with 
seven. 

They  set  the  record  for  the  most  home  wins,  away  wins,  and  the  highest  winning 
percentage  in  Sun  Belt  Conference  play. 

They  set  the  record  for  most  Sun  Belt  Conference  road  wins  in  team  history  and 
recorded  the  first  unbeaten  conference  road  weekend,  defeating  the  University  of 
Louisiana-Lafayette  and  the  University  of  Louisiana-Monroe.  They  also  set  the  record 
for  goals  against  average  and  hat  tricks  with  five. 

The  girls  kicked  off  the  season  with  a  3-1  victory  at  Faulkner  University.  They  con- 
tinued to  impress  as  they  went  on  to  win  or  tie  the  next  six  games. 
Their  winning  streak  was  broken  when  they  were  upset  in  overtime  by  the  Universi- 
ty of  North  Florida  and  then  by  Louisiana  Tech 
and  the  University  of  Arkansas  at  Little  Rock. 
They  soon  redeemed  themselves  with  a  1-0 
defeat  of  Arkansas  State. 

Their  victory  was  short-lived,  however,  and 
the  Lady  Trojans  went  on  to  lose  the  next  six 
games. 

The  Trojans  won  the  final  two  games  of  the 
season,  defeating  the  University  of  Louisiana- 
Lafayette  and  the  University  of  Louisiana-Mon- 
roe in  shutout  victories. 

'There  were  a  lot  of  statistical  improvements 
this  year,  which  may  not  have  been  shown  in 
some  of  the  results.  However,  we  feel  confident 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  promise  ahead  for  Troy  soc- 
cer," said  head  coach  Chris  Bentley. 
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The  Trojans  earned  their  first  victory  over  a  ranked  team 
since  2006  wdth  their  6-2  defeat  of  23rd-ranked  Alabama,  a 
v^dn  that  brought  in  2,413  people,  the  second-largest  crov^d 
in  the  history  of  the  program. 

The  Trojans  fell  behind  early  to  Alabama,  trailing  2-0 
heading  into  the  fourth  inning  where  they  rallied  for  six 
runs  in  two  innings. 

The  Trojans  took  a  3-2  lead  in  the  fourth  when  Ryan  Dit- 
thardt  drilled  a  fastball  off  Alabama  reliever  David  Head  over 
the  left  field  fence  for  a  two-run  homenin. 

Ditthardt's  slam  came  after  Steven  Rosado  scored  on  a  Michael  Precise  single  up  the 
middle. 

Alabama  had  the  beginnings  of  a  comeback  in  the  top  of  the  fifth  inning  when  they 
Jmd^^h^ase^witl^n^out^eniom-eliever  Jeff  Green  entered  the  game,  throwing 
foiie  pitch  to  Alabama's  Brandon  May  v^ho  hit  a  one-hopper  to  shortstop  Bart  Pettus.

4-2  in  the  second  round,  and  were  put  out  by  Florida  Atlantic  University  in 
the  third  round  2-4. 

The  Trojans  ended  their  regular  season  on  a  high  note,  defeating  their  last 
three  opponents.  They  defeated  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  4-3, 
the  University  of  New  Orleans  4-3,  and  Mercer  University  7-0. 

The  men's  team 
went  on  to  compete 
in  the  Sun  Belt  Confer- 
ence Championships 
April  18,  but  lost  in 
the  first  round  to  FAU 
1-4. 
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The  Troy  University  men's  and  women's  golf 
teams  competed  in  several  tournaments  during  the 
2008-09  season. 

The  men  competed  in  10  tournaments  total.  They  finished  ll-of-13  in 
the  Jag  Intercollegiate  in  Mobile,  7-of-lZ  in  the  Mizuno  Savannah  Inter- 
collegiate, 8-of-14  in  the  Sam  H.  Hall  Intercollegiate  at  Hattiesburg,  Miss., 
and  7-of- 12  in  the  Rees  Jones  Invitational  at  Daufuskie  Island,  S.C. 

The  Trojans  went  on  to  tie  for  eighth  place  out  of  IS  teams  in  the  Mar- 
di  Gras  Invitational  in  New  Orleans,  and  they  had  a  second  place  finish 
in  the  Troy  University  Invitational  where  they  competed  against  nine 
teams. 

The  men  finished  7-of-2^  in  the  USF  Invitational  at  Dade  City,  Fla.,  2-of- 
16  in  the  Florida  State  Spring  Break  Invitational  at  Tallahassee,  Fla.,  9-of 
16  in  the  Mobile  Bay  Intercollegiate,  and  9-of- 19  in  the  Furman  Intercol- 
legiate at  Greenville,  S.C. 

The  women  began  their  season  in  Macon,  Ga.,  finishing  7-of- 10  in  the 
Eat  A  Peach  Collegiate.  They  finished  12-of-  IS  in  the  USF-Waterlefe  Invi-  _ 
tational  at  Bradenton,  Fla.  and  8 -of- 10  in  the  LDR  Investments  Intercolle- 
giate at  Bay  St.  Louis,  Miss. 

The  Lady  Trojans  went  on 
to  claim  third  place  in  the 
Troy  University's  Women  In- 
vitational. They  finished  7-of- 
9  in  the  JU  Women's  Invita- 
tional at  Jacksonville,  12-of- 16 
in  the  USA  Lady  Jaguar  Invi- 
tational at  Mobile,  and  8-of- 
IS  in  the  Samford  Women's 
Intercollegiate  at  Oneonta.

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The  Troy  University  Trojan  cross  country  team  competed  against  the 
best  in  the  region,  including  the  University  of  Alabama,  Florida  State 
University  and  the  University  of  Tennessee  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  to  end  the 
2008  season.  The  team  had  an  impressive  season  with  great  perfor- 
mances by  both  the  men  and  women. 

The  Trojans  began  their  season  at  home,  making  a  statement  as  a 
team  to  watch  out  for  throughout  the  season.  They  continued  that 
statement,  running  in  places  like  Mobile,  Birmingham,  Knoxville, 
and  Bowling  Green,  Kent. 

Many  runners  said  they  were  happy  and  excited  about  the  turn- 
out of  their  season  and  cannot  wait  to  step  out  and  make  an  even 
bigger  statement  next  year. 

The  men's  team  performed  well  this  season,  finishing  first  at  both 
the  Trojan  Invitational  and  Coach  O  Invitational,  placing  second  at 
the  Azalea  Classic  at  the  University  of  South  Alabama,  and  placing 
third  at  the  Great  American  Cross  Country  Meet  in  Birmingham. 
They  concluded  their  regular  season  with  a  sixth  place  finish  at 
Western  Kentucky  University  during  the  NCAA  Sun  Belt  Confer- 
ence Championships. 

Assistant  coach  Tommy  Barksdale  said  that  the  men's  team  did 
their  best  this  season.  "The  men  ran  their  hearts  out  this  season,"  he 
said.  "They  gave  it  everything  they  had  throughout  the  year,  doing 
all  they  could  with  what  they  had." 

The  women's  team  was  in  a  building  stage  this  season  but  still 
managed  to  impress.  Runners  like  senior  Jenean  Corcoran  helped  make  a 
name  for  Troy,  finishing  in  the  top  10  in  4-of-6  meets.  Kelly  Harrington  set 
a  personal  record,  leading  the  Trojans  to  an  eight-place  finish  at  the  Sun 
Belt  Conference  Championships. 

Troy's  cross  country  team  is  one  of  will  and  a  desire  to  accomplish  it 
all.  They  plan  on  continuing  strong  next  season  with  allbut  tWQ,  runners 
returning. 

Adam  Bradley  said,  "This  year  we  ran  to  our  potential  and  managed  to 
impress  a  lot  of  people,  and  I  hope  next  year  our  team  is  as  determined 
and  motivated  as  they  were  this  season." 

Team  captain  Jeremy  Moujoodi  said,  'This  is  by  far  the  best  year  of  cross 
Icountry]  we  have  had  in  a  long  time."

Although  they  were 
plagued  with  sickness  and  rain  earUer  in  the 
season,  they  still  managed  to  impress  and  com- 
pete with  some  of  the  top  schools  in  the  nation 

The  Trojans  ran,  jumped,  and  threw  their  way 
into  the  mix  of  things  as  the  season  unraveled. 

Competing  against  teams 
like  the  University  of  Geor- 
gia, Mississippi  State  Uni- 
versity and  Florida  State 
University  did  not  intimi- 
date the  Trojans.  Athletes 
hke  Tiphanie  Baker  and 
Agata  Cichoszewska  ranked 
in  the  top  10  of  the  re- 
gion and  were  respectively 
ranked  in  the  nation. 

The  Trojans  kicked  off 
their  season  at  Birming- 
ham Southern  where  many 
freshmen  showed  they  de- 
served to  wear  the  cardinal 
uniform.  The  men's  team 
pulled  out  an  impressive 
victory  and  the  girls  fin- 
ished second.  The  Trojans 
brought  home  21  overall 
medals  from  the  meet. 

After  a  successful  open- 
ing to  the  2009  season  the 
men  and  women's  track  team  headed  east  to 
the  University  of  Georgia  where  a  well-prepared 
Troy  team  would  make  an  even  bigger  name 
for  themselves.  Although  they  did  not  win 
the  meet  overall,  many  competitors  like  Baker 
managed  to  win  their  events  and  break  school 
records  while  hitting  the  regional  quahfying 
mark.  Baker  now  holds  the  record  in  the  ham- 
mer throw  and  discus  events. 

After  UGA,  the  team  packed  up  and  headed  to 
the  sunshine  state.  At  the  ^Oth  annual  Florida 
State  Relays  the  men's  team  won  the  sprint 
medley  relay  and  the  4x200-meter  relay.  They 
also  placed  well  in  the  distance  medley  and 


throwing  events. 

The  Trojans  headed  to  Auburn  where  Latoya 
Ragland,  who  is  currently  ranked  number  10 
in  the  nation,  ran  a  great  race  in  the  100-meter 
hurdles  placing  second  over  all.  For  the  men's 
team,  freshman  Adam  Vise  ran  1:57  in  the 
800-meter,  placing  him  in  the  top  IS  of  the 
conference. 

To  cap  off  this  successful 
year,  the  Trojans  competed  at 
home  and  many  personal  and 
track  records  were  broken. 
Lamar  Hicks,  100-meter 
runner  and  team  captain,  said, 
"It's  good  to  race  at  home 
for  once;  we  have  been  gone 
every  weekend  since  late  Feb- 
ruary. It  is  time  to  show  Troy 
what  we  can  do." 

The  Coach  O  Invitational 
started  out  with  a  Trojan 
victory  and  ended  the  same 
way  Baker  made  her  mark 
and  stole  the  spotUght  as  she 
broke  the  school  record  in 
the  hammer,  throwing  51.88 
meters.  However  Cichosze- 
wska would  not  let  that  last 
for  long.  She  was  named  out- 
standing athlete  of  the  week 
with  her  win  in  the  javelin, 
long  jump,  and  triple  jump  events. 

The  men's  4x  100-meter  team  of  Pay  ton 
McGhee,  Burke  Leonce,  Antonio  McLeod,  and 
Lamar  Hicks  managed  to  not  only  break  the 
school  record  but  also  to  qualify  for  regionals 
in  the  process. 

This  year's  track  team  not  only  excelled  on 
the  track  but  also  in  the  classroom.  The  Troy 
University  track  team  placed  a  high  majority  of 
their  team  in  the  Z.O  Academic  Club,  and  Le- 
once managed  to  impress  many  as  he  won  four 
awards  in  the  eighteenth  annual  Troy  University 
Intramural  Debate  and  Speech  Tournament.

Troy  University's  College  of  Communication  and  Fine  Arts  is  made  up  of  five  different  depart- 
ments. These  departments  include  the  Department  of  Art  and  Design,  the  Department  of  Theatre, 
Classical  and  Modern  Languages,  the  Hall  School  of  Journalism  and  Communication,  and  the  John 
M.  Long  School  of  Music. 

The  mission  of  the  college  is  to  provide  excellence  in  instruction  in  selected  communication  and 
fine  arts  disciplines  along  with  practical  experience  in  journalism,  mass  communication,  music, 
speech  communication,  theatre,  visual  arts  and  foreign  language. 

The  College  of  Communication  and  Fine  Arts  is  the  main  provider  of  cultural  events  that  benefit 
the  people  of  Troy  and  other  areas,  including  art  exhibits,  choral  concerts,  and  theatre  performanc- 
es. 

Degrees  available  within  the  Department  of  Art  and  Design  include  graphic  design,  photography, 
and  art  education. 

Some  goals  of  the  Department  of  Theatre  are  to  develop  opportunities  for  students  to  have 
exposure  to  and  work  with  recognized  artists  in  the  field,  encourage  commitment  to  the  work  of 
other  artists  and  venues  as  well  as  seeking  professional  feedback  from  arenas  outside  the  Troy  area, 
and  to  provide  for  the  changing  needs  of  an  increasingly  diverse  student  body,  university  commu- 
nity, and  community  at  large. 

This  year,  the  Hall  School  of 
Jouralism  was  combined  with 
the  Speech  Department  to 
create  the  Hall  School  of  Jour- 
nalism and  Communication.

The  purpose  of  the  under- 
graduate music  major  in  the 
John  M.  Long  School  of  Music 
is  to  provide  educational  expe- 
riences that  will  assist  students 
in  developing  the  musical  skills, 
knowledge,  and  attitudes  need- 
ed to  pursue  a  viable  career  in 
the  music  profession. 
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It  is  rare  to  meet  an  individual  who  tru- 
ly makes  a  difference  in  your  life.  Christo- 
pher Warden  was  such  an  individual. 

Known  as  "Prof  throughout  the  corri- 
dors of  the  Hall  School  of  Journalism  and 
Communication  (HSJC),  Warden  touched 
the  hves  of  nearly  everyone  he  came  into 
contact  with.  His 
students  have 
described  him 
as  being  a  men- 
tor, father  figure, 
colleague,  friend 
and  teacher. 

Warden  was 
the  advisor  of 
two  student 
publications 
where  he  im- 
parted his  vast 
knowledge  and 
experience. 

"Don't  let  the 
perfect  be  the 
enemy  of  the 
good"  was  of- 
ten heard  in  the 
Tropolitan  and 
Palladium  office. 

Warden  was 
foremost  a  professor,  delivering  more 
than  just  classroom  lectures  to  his  stu- 
dents. He  offered  them  advice  and  for 
many  gave  them  perspective  on  the  types 
of  lives  they  wanted  to  lead. 

Warden  was  hired  as  the  print  professor 
for  the  HSJC  in  2002,  where  he  quickly 
proved  his  worth.  He  became  the  advisor 


of  both  the  Tropolitan  student  newspaper 
and  the  Palladium  yearbook. 

He  taught  his  students  the  newspaper 
business,  guiding  them  lq  the  ways  of 
gathering  information,  forming  stories 
and  editing  those  stories. 
Warden  offered  his  students  aU  of  the 

experience  he  had 
at  his  disposal.  He 
served  as  press  sec- 
retary to  Representa- 
tive Duncan  Hunter 
(R)  and  worked  as  an 
editor  and  reporter 
for  the  National 
Journalism  Center 
in  Washington,  D.C., 
and  Investors  Busi- 
ness Daily. 

Warden  was  bom 
in  1958.  He  suffered 
from  an  advanced 
form  of  hemophilia, 
a  disease  lq  which 
the  blood  does  not 
clot  properly 

However,  he  did 
not  let  his  "disabil- 
ity" slow  him  down. 
Warden  was  an  ex- 
ceptional student  and  attended  college 
where  he  earned  his  masters  degree  in 
journalism.  He  played  golf  on  a  regular 
basis  and  loved  to  dance. 

Warden  passed  away  Jan.  4,  2009,  at  the 
age  of  51.  He  will  be  missed  by  all  who 
knew  and  loved  him,  but  his  life  lessons 
and  friendship  will  never  be  forgotten.

Even 
more,  he's  Uncle  Jack.  He  is,  in  fact,  the  man 
who  represents  Troy  University  both  locally 
and  internationally.  He  is  Dr.  Jack  Hawkins  Jr. 

Hawkins  was  named  the  chancellor  of  Troy 
University  in  1989.  He  leads  a  multi-campus 
system  serving  more  than  28,000  students,  is 
accountable  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  em- 
ploys more  than  1,200  full-time  faculty  and 
staff. 

According  to  "Above  and  Beyond:  Former 
Marines  Conquer  the  Civilian  World,"  Hawkins 
was  attracted  to  Troy  because  of  his  interest  in 
the  military.  Troy  Univer- 
sity offers  educational  pro- 
grams on  more  than  50 
military  bases  in  14  states 
and  six  foreign  countries 
and  is  a  primary  provider 
of  Internet  programs  for 
the  E-Army  U. 

Hawkins  said  he  has 
found  that  "the  same 
principles  of  leadership 
so  vital  to  the  mission  of 
the  Marines,  such  as  team- 
work, loyalty,  recognition 
and  integrity,  are  equally 
valuable  in  a  university 
setting." 

According  to  Hawkins,  a 
university's  key  mission  is 
to  educate  its  students,  but 
it  has  many  different  mov- 
ing parts.  "In  order  to  get 
the  job  done  it's  important 
for  the  leader  to  set  the  example,"  he  said. 

Hawkins  takes  his  job  as  chancellor  seriously, 
viewing  the  university  as  a  living  organism,  one 
that  he  said  was  "almost  analogous  to  the  brick- 
laying story  of  World  War  11."  A  man  on  the 
street  asked  the  ffrst  brick  mason  he  encoun- 
tered what  he  was  doing,  to  which  the  mason 
replied  'laying  brick.'  The  second  mason  he 
asked  replied  that  he  was  building  a  wall,  and 
finally  the  third  mason  said  he  was  building 
a  cathedral,  which  is  when  the  man  realized 
what  vision  is. 

"We're  not  just  graduating  students  here," 
Hawkins  said.  "We're  building  a  great  university, 
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and  I  hope  that  in  the  process  we're  adding 
value  since  I  was  here  10  years  ago...I  can  hon- 
estly say  that  I  beUeve  the  Troy  degree  is  worth 
more  today  than  it  was  a  decade  ago." 

Hawkins  beUeves  students  graduating  from 
Troy  University  are  able  to  adequately  compete 
with  students  graduating  from  larger  institu- 
tions because  Troy  students  receive  the  very 
best  of  personal  attention. 

"Every  student  can  be  known  by  name  and 
not  number,"  he  said.  "Every  student  can  enjoy 
a  personal  experience  [and...]  will  have  the  ben- 
efit of  very  well-qualified  faculty." 

Hawkins  beUeves 
"the  undergraduate 
program  at  Troy  not 
only  compares  favor- 
ably with  those  other 
larger  institutions  but 
in  most  cases  is  far 
better"  based  on  the 
acceptance  of  Troy 
students  into  graduate 
level  schools  in  almost 
every  discipline  man- 
aged at  Troy  Univer- 
sity. 

HawkiQS  believes 
the  local  and  inter- 
national growth  Troy 
Universit)^  has  expe- 
rienced recently  has 
contributed  to  a  richer 
learning  environment 
and  a  greater  aware- 
ness of  the  world  for 
its  students.  He  believes  that  the  growing  inter- 
national program  has  added  to  those  contribu- 
tions, helping  students  be  more  globally  aware 
and  competitive. 

Outside  of  the  university,  Hawkins  enjoys 
reading  and  the  occasional  game  of  golf  al- 
though he  admits  that  he's  not  very  good.  He 
enjoys  the  extra-curricular  Iffe  of  the  university 
and  shows  his  support  for  athletics,  music  and 
theater. 

"In  a  position  like  this  your  vocation  almost 
becomes  your  avocation,"  Hawkins  said.  'The 
after-hours  Ufe  of  the  university  is  almost  syn- 
onymous with  our  after-hours  Hfe." 
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Hawkins  is  honored 
by  Alpha  Tau  Omega's

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Hawkins  was  bom  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  on  March  30, 
1945.  He  graduated  from  Murphy  High  School  in 
1962,  the  year  he  went  down  to  the  local  Marines 
recruiting  station  to  enlist,  but  after  taking  some 
tests  the  recruiting  officer  encouraged  him  to  at- 
tend college. 

Hawkins  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Montevallo,  a  public  Uberal  arts 
school,  in  1967.  He  spent  his  summers  in  Platoon 
Leaders  Class,  an  officer-training  program,  and  after 
graduation  was  commissioned  a  second  heutenant. 
After  further  training  at  Basic  and  Camp  Lejeune, 
Hawkins  was  assigned  to  Vietnam  as  the  leader 
of  a  combat  engineering  platoon  attached  to  the 
Korean  Marine  Corps.  Although  his  platoon's  responsibilities  mainly  included  daily  mine  sweeps, 
patrols,  the  removal  of  booby  traps  and  construction  projects,  Hawkins  did  see  combat.  He  received 
the  Purple  Heart,  the  Bronze  Star,  and  a  special  citation  from  the  Korean  Marine  Corps  for  his  ser- 
vice. 

His  service  in  Vietnam  helped  Hawkins  to  form  the  philosophies  that  have  served  him  throughout 
his  professional  life  in  higher  education,  according  to  the  book  "Above  and  Beyond:  Former  Marines 
Conquer  the  Civilian  World." 

"When  you  are  in  a  combat  situation  with  brave  men,  you  know  that  they  must  have  plenty 
of  hope  in  their  hearts  to  face  the  inevitable  terror  that  war  breeds,"  he  said.  "Leadership,  when 
stripped  to  the  barest  essentials,  is  managing  that  hope.  It's  sirmlar  in  civiUan  life,  because  the  peo- 
ple you  lead  have  hopes  and  dreams  that  must  be  considered;  it's  just  that  the  stakes  are  nowhere 
near  as  high  as  on  a  battlefield." 

Of  his  mihtary  service,  Hawkins  has  said,  "Service  as  a  United  States  Marine  has  had  a  profound  in- 
fluence on  me  and  my  life.  No  other  experience  has  shaped  my  values,  beliefs,  determination,  and 
'duty  above  self  philosophy  as  did  the  USMC." 

Hawkins  left  active  duty  in  1970  and  earned  his  master's  degree  from  the  University  of  MontevaUo 
in  1971.  He  served  as  an  assistant  dean  at  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  from  1971-1979 
and  as  president  of  the  Alabama  Institute  for  the  Deaf  and  BUnd  in  Talladega  from  1979-1989.  He 
earned  his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1976. 

Hawkins  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  awards  over  the  course  of  his  professional  life.  He  was 
honored  by  the  University  of  Montevallo  in  1985  as  Distinguished  Alumnus  of  the  Year  and  in  1999 
was  presented  the  Golden  Eagle  of  the  Year  Award  by  the  Alabama  Senior  Citizens  HaU  of  Fame. 

He  was  the  recipient  of  the  2003  AU-American  Football  Foundation's  'Top  College  President" 
award,  and  in  2005  he  was  inducted  into  the  Murphy  High  School  HaU  of  Fame.  In  2007,  Hawkins 
was  named  the  Alabama  Citizen  of  the  Year  by  the  Alabama  Broadcasters  Association. 

Hawkins'  family  includes  his  wife,  Janice,  and  their  two  daughters,  Katie  and  Kelly.  He  is  a  proud 
grandfather  and  says  that  his  family  outside  of  the  university  is  the  core  of  his  existence

Vise  is  a  Millennium  Scholar  and  has  served  as  a  copy  editor  for 
the  Tropolitan.  Vise  also  received  the  Sigma  Tau  Delta  award  and  has  volunteered  for  the  Women's 
Life  Center.  Vise  expressed  extreme  gratitude  toward  her  friends  and  family  and  said  that  this  most 
recent  honor  wasn't  hers  alone.
